No. 2/ 1/59-ASCN-I— Whereas in the opinion of the 
Secretary, Forward Markets Commission, it is expedient 
so to do: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Sub-section (1) of Section 12 ot the Forward Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), read with S.R.O. No. 2618 
dated the 30th July 1954, the Secretary, Forward Markets 
Commission, hereby makes the following amendment to 
the Bye-laws of the East India Cotton Association Limited, 
Bombay, namely: — 

In the said Bye-laws: — 

For Bye-law 51A, the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

Power of Forward Markets Commission to impose margins 
on hedge or delivery contracts or both 

,1\. Notwithstanding 'anything contained in these 
Bye-laws, the Forward Markets Commissions may, 


if the interest of the trade or public interest so 
requires, impose margins on Hedge or Delivery 
Contracts or both, and by notice to the Chairman 
specify the rate thereof and the manner in which 
the said margin is to be collected and, in the case 
of margins imposed on Hedge Contracts, the limit 
of the net open position of members, if any, over 
which the said margin is leviable. The Forward 
Markets Commission may from time to time make 
such variations as may be necessary or desirable 
in respect of the system of payment and/or the
